Rail Lines in Central Oregon Sabo-

Late at night on May Day we sabotaged a rail line in Central Oregon. Capital 
depends more than ever on the metropolis, the constant flow of commodities, 
services, capital, information, and any interruption of that flow is a small vic- 
tory. We took this action in solidarity with all those facing investigation, im- 
prisonment, and repression in the Northwest. As we become more dangerous, 
the danger to us grows as well, but we will not cower in the face of those who 
would control us. We took this action knowing full well the extent of political 
repression in the Pacific Northwest. Not because we want to show our defiance 
or rage to the state; to them we have nothing to say. We acted because our love 
for our comrades far outweighs our fear of repression, and because love is an 
action, not a feeling. 


This action was quick and easy. Using copper wire with the ends stripped, we 
wrapped both ends of wire around the rail and buried the middle section. ‘This 
sends a false signal that there is a train on the tracks, delaying any other move- 
ment until the blockage is cleared. 


In solidarity with those resisting the grand jury, those facing investigation, and 
those who, in the face of the media and massive police preparations, still man- 
aged to bring some destruction to the streets of Seattle.

The Editorial Board of the 
Seattle Times this year, for their 
part, dropped even the pretense of 
journalistic objectivity in their of- 
ficial comment on the days events; 
they noted that this year's workers' 
holiday was filled with "message- 
less street tantrums" and "clownish 
protesters," made tolerable only by 
the "praise worthy... preparation and 
performance of the Seattle Police 
Department." 

The vitriol and uncommon 
malice with which the media in Se- 
attle pursued anarchists this year was 
impressive, even by their own stan- 
dards (what few exist), upstaging 


Why don't you tell us? The 
vehicle by which "messages" are 
gotten out is through news outlets 
like your station, Komo 4. Blaming 
anti-capitalists for your poor cov- 
erage is intentionally divisive - its 
meant to make immigration reform 
advocates angry at those present at 
the anti-capitalist march. 

In truth - as any journalist 
who had spent more than five min- 
utes conducting interviews could 
have told you - there is a large 
amount of material support between 
participants in the two marches.

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Originally a pagan holiday, 
the roots of May Day lay in the fight 
for the eight-hour working day, and 
the subsequent arrest and execution 
of 4 anarchist organizers. 

In 1887, four Chicago anar- 
chists were executed; a fifth cheated 
the hangman by killing himself in 
prison. Three more were to spend 
6 years in prison until pardoned by 
Governor Altgeld who said the trial 
that convicted them was character- 
ised by “hysteria, packed juries and 
a biased judge”. 

The state had, in the words of 
the prosecution put “Anarchy is on 
trial” and hoped their deaths would 
also be the death of the anarchist 
idea.The anarchists were trade union 
organisers and May Day became an 
international workers day to remem- 
ber their sacrifice. They were framed 
on false charges of throwing a bomb 
at police breaking up a demonstra- 
tion. 

In the months prior to this 
date workers in the hundreds of thou- 
sands were drawn into the struggle 
for a shorter work day. Skilled and 
unskilled, black and white, men and 
women, native and immigrant were 
all becoming involved. 

In Chicago alone 400,000 
were out on strike. A newspaper of 
that city reported that “no smoke 
curled up from the tall chimneys of 
the factories and mills, and things 
had assumed a Sabbath-like appear- 
ance”. This was the main centre of 
the agitation, and here the anarchists 
were in the forefront of the labour 
movement. It was to no small extent 
due to their activities that Chicago 
became an outstanding trade union 
centre and made the biggest contri- 
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bution to the eight-hour movement. 

Throughout the speeches the 
crowd was orderly. Mayor Carter 
Harrison, who was present from the 
beginning of the meeting, concluded 
that “nothing looked likely to happen 
to require police interference”. He 
advised police captain John Bonfield 
of this and suggested that the large 
force of police waiting at the station 
house be sent home. 

It was close to ten in the eve- 
ning when a man named Fielden was 
closing the meeting. It was raining 
heavily and only about 200 people 
remained in the square. Suddenly a 
police column of 180 men, headed 
by Bonfield, moved in and ordered 
the people to disperse immediately. 
Fielden protested “we are peace- 
able”. 

At this moment a bomb was 
thrown into the ranks of the police. It 
killed one, fatally wounded six more 
and injured about seventy others. 
The police opened fire on the spec- 
tators. How many were wounded or 
killed by the police bullets was never 
exactly ascertained. 

Eventually eight men would 
stand trial for being “accessories to 
murder”. They were Spies, Fielden, 
Parsons, and five other anarchists 
who were influential in the labour 
movement, Adolph Fischer, George 
Engel, Michael Schwab, Louis Lingg 
and Oscar Neebe. 

No proof was offered by the 
state that any of the eight men before 
the court had thrown the bomb, had 
been connected with its throwing, or 
had even approved of such acts. In 
fact, only three of the eight had been 
in Haymarket Square that evening. 

No evidence was offered that 


any of the speakers had incited vio- 
lence, indeed in his evidence at the 
trial Mayor Harrison described the 
speeches as “tame”. No proof was 
offered that any violence had been 
contemplated. In fact, Parsons had 
brought his two small children to the 
meeting. 


That the eight were on trial 
for their anarchist beliefs and trade 
union activities was made clear from 
the outset. The trial closed as it had 
opened, as was witnessed by the final 
words of Attorney Grinnell’s sum- 
mation speech to the jury. “Law is on 
trial. Anarchy is on trial. These men 
have been selected, picked out by 
the Grand Jury, and indicted because 
they were leaders. There are no more 
guilty than the thousands who follow 
them. Gentlemen of the jury; convict 
these men, make examples of them, 
hang them and you save our institu- 
tions, our society.” 

On November 11th 1887 Par- 
sons, Engel, Spies and Fischer were 
hanged. 600,000 people turned out 
for their funeral. The campaign to 
free the remaining prisoners contin- 
ued, and eventually won. 

On June 26th 1893 Governor 
Altgeld set them free. He made it 
clear he was not granting the pardon 
because he thought the men had suf- 
fered enough, but because they were 
innocent of the crime for which they 
had been tried. 

And so, on May Ist, anar- 
chists across the world gather togeth- 
er to remember not only our fallen 
May Day comrades, but all those 
who have been murdered by the state 
or dragged away in chains. In their 
memory, we rise in the Spring. & 
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If you're attempting to remain anono- 
mous, make sure to cover your hair, 
eye brows, and avoid easily identifi- 
able clothing like patches and pat- 


terned scarves. 


Don't: Be a super 
hero

May Ist Anti-Capitalist//Anti-State March 2013 


At 6pm on Wednesday May Ist, a few hundred people converged on 
the Seattle Central Community College campus on Capitol Hill in Seattle for 
a May Day Anti-Capitalist and Anti-State rally and demonstration. The call 
out for the march itself had endured weeks of hype and hysteria from the local 
mainstream media and Seattle Police Department. It seemed that people from 
all over the city from media outlets, to the cops, to anarchists, reformists, and 
all sorts of people were speculating and fusing over this year’s Anti-Capitalist 
demonstration. 

Many expected the crowds to be small and the energy to be low, but 
quite to the contrary, the crowd was large, the atmosphere was festive and full 
of colors, flags, banners, music, fireworks, and flares. People took to the streets 
throughout Capitol Hill, eventually winding down towards Westlake Park 
where everyone held various intersections along the way. 

Throughout the demonstration, members from the media were covered 
with silly string and pushed out of the crowd. The notorious Seattle Superhe- 
roes were present yet easily forgotten, although they also experienced some silly 
string action. The Superheroes were unable to make much of a presence let 
alone enact their citizen-cop desires. 

The march became more rowdy as it approached the downtown sector. 
Tension was high as people passed by Niketown, one of the main targets of last 
year’s Anti-Capitalist march, a bottle was thrown. People Cheered. A block lat- 
er, people stopped in the street and danced over air vents while simultaneously 
spraying the media with silly string and pushing them out of the crowd again. 
Arrests were made a block later near Westlake Park, yet people still refused to 
leave the area. 

After that, the police repeatedly attacked people in a game that would 
result in protestors pushing back, retreating, then re-engaging. That continued 
all the way back up to Capitol Hill and included the police deploying flash 
bang grenades and streams of pepper-spray at all those in reach. Once back 


on the Hill, the group began throw- 
ing dumpsters, newspaper boxes, and 
other items into the streets to defend 
themselves from the approaching po- 
lice force. Windows were broken at lo- 
cal businesses and one corporate busi- 
ness. The scramble continued as police 
laid on heavy assaults and protestors 
tossed fireworks and other small items. 
In the end 18 people were arrested, 
several people were injured from po- 
lice violence and flash bangs, some 
police were injured in retaliation, and 
an overall sense of collective rebellion 
mixed with the fear and excitement 
of fighting the police and taking back 
space filled the air. 

Amidst all the fear monger- 
ing from the media and the police, 
anarchists proved themselves to be a 
real force in Seattle, once again. Un- 
daunted by the hysteria and anxiety of 
the FBI intimidation days before and 
the almost year long Grand Jury pro- 
cess, social antagonists in Seattle came 
together as an anti-capitalist festival 
of chaos and joyful rebellion that one 
can only hope is becoming a tradition. 
Happy May Day! 


A follow up with May Day 2012's arrestees 


The rebellious Mayday cel- 
ebrations that took place in Seattle, 
2012 saw eight demonstrators arrested 
by the lackeys of the rich, with five 
others charged months later for their 
alleged involvement in the anti-cap- 
italist march and the attacks on gov- 
ernment and capitalist property that 
took place. 

The official list of arrestees 
that day is Jack T., Cody I., Bobby D., 
Maria M., Alex G., Charles C., Arthur 
E., and one more unidentified person. 
Of those that were arrested that day, 
many had their charges dropped be- 
cause of video evidence showing the 
police’s claims to be completely fab- 
ricated. Fabricated, of course, as in 
made up, imagined, or if one was less 
charitable - malicious bullshit; one has 
to wonder if the cops had been raid- 
ing the evidence locker for contraband 
substances prior to the event. 

Alex G. was arrested for as- 
sault on a police officer, with charges 
later dropped because video of the 
event and police descriptions were 
diametrically opposed, as in more hal- 
lucinatory bullshit. 

Another arrestee, Maria M., an 
ER tech, was arrested for punching an 
officer, while in reality she was attacked 
with no provocation and _ arrested, 
which can be seen at http://www.you- 
tube.com/watch?v=G29FHwsuGok, 
with her arrest starting around 3:20 
into the video. 

Bobby D. was arrested for al- 
legedly spitting on a cop when they 
took his 1/4” bamboo flagpole, claim- 
ing it contained a bolt which would 
have been too big for the bamboo to 


hold without splintering, and he tried 
to save the flag from the pole. 

Of those imprisoned in the dungeons 
of the state for the events of that day, 
Cody I. was kidnapped the longest so 
far, held for 43 days in federal prison, 
charged with malicious mischief for 
damage sustained to the federal court- 
house and was released without proba- 
tion, time served. 

Among those charged later, 
one of them, Kellen L., has fled to 
avoid the dungeons of the state, an- 
other, Matt E., is representing them- 
selves, and the others, Meaghnn G., 
Phil N., and Jason. M., are in a case 
together. Currently, they’re in a legal 
limbo where any misstep, including 
simply showing up at a protest, could 
lead to the state potentially adding 
more charges. In fact, they could not 
even be interviewed for this artcile 
without risking additional charges. 

The state is in damage con- 
trol mode, and they are trying to use 
the most provocative charges and al- 
legations to mount public opposition 
against radical voices and resistance. 
They want people to see the smashed 
windows and not the oppressive orga- 
nizations which hide behind them. 

Local, state, and federal law 
enforcement have also been moni- 
toring and harassing people in their 
everyday lives in an attempt to scare 
them away from future rebellion. 

To support those currently be- 
ing targeted by the state and to keep 
our friends and loved ones safe. we 
have to counter the dominant narra- 
tive being spewed against us with what- 
ever means we have available. That 


means flyers, posters, conversations, 
‘zines, paints, street demonstrations, 
or MAKE TOTAL UNICORN"!!, etc. 
It also means NOT TALKING TO 
THE FUCKING COPS! They are 
trained in cold reading people and by 
asking certain leading questions can 
get more information out of people's 
words and body language then those 
people think they're giving away. 
Whether they’re local cops or feds, 
their job is to destroy any chances we 
have at countering the systems which 
hurt us, and they don’t care how many 
people they kill or lock in cages to do 
so; treat them accordingly.

‘The mainstream press reguirarty 
cooperates with the polce and the 
state to repress all of us. This has 
included sharing footage with 
investigators, delaying the release 
of stories which put police in a 
bad light or refusing to run them 
at all, printing the police’s version 
of events without even the formal- 
ity of asking for evidence to back 
up their claims, knowingly lieing 
in their coverage, and much more. 
‘They are then somehow dumb- 
founded when people block their 
shots, ruin their audio, break their 
equipment or silly string them. Go 
figure. 


- Do not keep the clothes you wore at the demonstration tonight! Dispose of them securely. The 
police are already asking for photographs and videos in which people could be identified 
committing crimes. If you did anything that might have been illegal tonight, or could be 
mistaken for someone who did, ditch those clothes before they become evidence against 
you! 


- Similarly, do not keep any other instrument you used to commit a crime. For example, there 
are already photos in the media of people breaking windows with visible, recognizable 
implements. Ditch those tools before they become evidence against you! 


- DO NOT BRAG ABOUT RIOTING OR OTHER IL- 
LEGAL ACTIVITY, ESPECIALLY NOT ON THE IN- 


TERNET OR IN TEXTS! 


- The police will be scouring Facebook and other social media looking for such boasts. If 
they arrest you, they will confiscate your phone and use information they find in text mes- 
sages (including ones you think are deleted) as evidence against you. Resist the urge to brag 
to friends about tonight. This is a double-edged sword: the seductive appeal of insurrection 
should be communicated and spread, but be careful. For example, it may be okay to talk 
about being at an event or supporting what happened there, but it is a terrible mistake to 
claim to have thrown a bottle or to know who did. 


- The police may also be looking to talk to anyone who was there to identify certain 
individuals as troublemakers; NEVER PROVIDE INFORMATION ABOUT OTHER
